Treasury Department Reveals 
Huge Income of One 
American Resident. 


Washington, Dec. 9 
(AP).—The 
American who made the most mon­ 
ey In 1934 was disclosed by the 
Treasury Sunday to have had a net j i 
income of between $6,000,000 and I 
$9,000,000. 
His identity was not disclosed, nor 
was his exact income, but the Treas­ 
ury’s report—a breakdown of 1934 
incomes by classes—showed only one 
person’s income was more than $5,- 
000,000. 
To “conceal identity of taxpayers,” 
the report lumped the Incomes of 
six persons in three high brackets, 
I saying only that they received an 
aggregate of $18,035,892. 
That sum concealed the exact net 
I Income of the one member of the 
$5,000 000 and up” class, another in 
the $3,000 000 to $4,000,000 group, 
and four whose Incomes were be­ 
tween $1500,OOO and $2.000 000 
Figure* Can Vary 
But assuming that the persons in 
the latter two classes each received 
the highest income permitted in 
their brackets, the individual with 
the largest income in the Nation 
must have received at least $6,000 - 
OOO, while lf the five lower incomes 
■ were at their bracket minimums, the
